2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  make  appropriations  for 
same. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  all  town  officers,  agents  and  commit- 
tees, and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  employ  a  night  watchman, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  highways,  bridges 
and  sidewalks. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  fire  department. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  lighting  streets  and  town  house. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide  better  accommoda- 
tions for  the  post  oflQce  in  the  town  house  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  provide  better  accommo- 
dations for  the  police  court,  water  commissioners  and  tax  collector 
in  the  town  house  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 


11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
and  appropriate  for  town  house  repairs. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reinsure  the  Town  House 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  Free  Library. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  sewers,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  500  feet  fire  hose, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

•  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  widening  of  Amherst  street,  as  per  order 
of  the  County  Commissioners. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  hearse  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  pass  any  vote  or  votes  instructing 
the  selectmen  relative  to  the  location  and  construction  of  such 
portions  of  an  electric  railroad  within  the  limits  of  the  town 
which  may  be  proposed  to  be  constructed  under  the  charter  of 
the  Mont  Vernon  and  Milford  Electric  Railway  Co. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  require  the  proprietors  of 
the  Wilton  Railroad  to  erect  and  maintain  gates  by  the  sides  of 
said  railroad  at  Cottage  street,  West  street,  Richardson's  Cross- 
ing and  Jones'  Crossing,  in  said  Miiford,  at  the  intersection  of 
said  railroads,  with  the  public  highway  at  said  places,  or  to  station 
a  flag  man  at  said  places. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  relating  to  the 
care  of  any  public  grounds  now  owned,  or  that  may  be  acquired, 
or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  Chapter  40  of  the  acts  of 
1899,  relating  to  Cemetery  Trust  Funds.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


Fellow  Citizens  and  Taxpayers : 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  respectf  ally  submit  for  your  consid- 
eration their  report  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  Feb.  15,  1900. 

In  all  our  official  actions  we  have  realized  that  we  are  but 
your  servants  and  should  be  held  to  a  strict  accountibility  for  our 
actions.  That  we  have  been  measurably  successful  in  keeping 
within  the  appropriations  made  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  you 
will  see  by  the  figures  of  the  financial  statements. 

From  the  treasurer's  report  we  find  that  the  entire  floating  in- 
debtedness has  been  paid  and  the  cash  in  the  treasury  and  other 
assets  more  than  covers  the  liability  represented  by  the  Gay  acd 
cemetery  trust  funds  so  that  the  bonded  indebtedness  is  all  that 
remains. 

This  favorable  financial  condition  has  only  been  secured  by 
exercising  great  care  in  making  the  annual  appropriations  which 
always  determines  the  tax  rate.  This  line  of  action  should  be 
continued  if  we  desire  a  still  lower  rate.  The  several  schemes 
that  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration  at  the  coming  an- 
nual meeting  that  call  for  the  expenditure  of  money,  should  be 
given  a  thorough  investigation,  and  if  personal  gain  or  advantage  is 
to  be  derived  from  their  adoption  rather  than  the  public  good,  they 
should  be  promptly  voted  down.  On  the  other  hand,  if  anything 
is  needed  to  make  our  community  more  progressisve  and  that  is 
conducive  to  the  general  welfare  and  we  can  afford  it,  let  us  by 
all  means  have  it.  The  need  of  better  post-office  facilities  has 
been  for  a  long  time  apparent  to  all,  and  it  would  seem  that  we 
are  about  to  have  the  long  desired  object  attained.  If  the  town 
furnishes  the  room,  placed  in  a  suitable  condition  for  the  recep 
tion  of  an  outfit,  supplied  by  the  postmaster,  and  this  at  a  smal^ 
loss  of  income  from  the  present  rental,  we  ieel  that  this  is  all  that 
can  be  reasonably  expected  of  the  town.  We  find  no  statute  that 
will  allow  towns  to  invest  public  money  in  buildings  or  furnish- 
ings for  rental. 

You  will  find  in  connection  with  this  report  a  table  of  estimaf 


ed  income  and  expenditures  for  the  coming  year  and  if  no  mater- 
ial change  is  made  in  it  a  tax  rate  of  ^1.70  on  each  |100  of  valua- 
tion will  cover  all  expenses.  This  was  the  rate  in  1883  and  1884 
and  is  as  low  as  a  town  with  modern  facilities  and  methods  can 
expect  to  reach.  Of  the  twenty-three  towns  in  the  State  whose 
valuation  exceeds  $1, 000,000  only  five  have  a  lower  rate  and  eigh- 
teen a  higher,  only  one  of  the  eleven  cities  (Keene)  has  as  low  a 
rate.  That  the  rate  of  taxation  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  any  place  there  can  be  no  question.  To 
the  wealthy  who  have  only  to  draw  a  check  for  the  amount  of  their 
tax  and  the  person  who  only  pays  a  poll  tax  the  burden  rests  light* 
ly,  but  to  the  great  middle  class  who  have  most  of  the  levy  to  pay 
the  amount  assessed  against  them  is  in  many  cases  burdensome. 

The  highway  agent  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  having  de- 
clined to  ser^e  we  appointed  Mr.  George  W^  Taylor  to  that  office 
on  May  first  with  the  understanding  tliat  he  should  give  his  en. 
tire  time  to  the  work.  Mr.  Taylor  has  given  great  satisfaction  to 
the  board  under  whose  direction  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of 
his  office  and  we  believe  several  changes  he  has  made  in  the  man- 
Ler  of  conducting  ^highway  work  have  resulted  in  the  improve- 
ment of  our  streets.  We  believe  no  person  should  be  appointed 
to  this  position  who  cannot  give  his  whole  time  to  it.  Experience 
has  taught  us  that  the  Lincoln  street  bridge  is  too  low  and  should 
be  raised  at  least  two  feet  the  coming  year.  This  can  be  done  at 
small  cost.  The  bridge  over  the  canal  at  Pine  Valley  must  be  re- 
newed, and  it  would  be  wise  to  replace  it  with  an  iron  or  stone 
structure,  as  it  is  so  low  that  it  has  to  be  renewed  every  few  years. 

The  money  appropriated  for  sewers  we  expended  in  building  a 
sewer  on  Union  and  Garden  streets,  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  rail- 
road station,  with  the  result  that  all  surface  water  in  that  section 
has  been  taken  care  of,  and  we  were  assured  by  the  officials  of  the 
railroad  that  they  were  about  to  make  some  changes  in  their  sta. 
tion  and  should  connect  with  the  public  sewers.  The  school  house 
will  also  be  soon  connected. 

There  are  several  streets  that  need  sewers  badly  and  it  is  hard 
to  tell  which  should  be  attended  to  first. 

It  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  sewer  that  empties  into 
the  river  at  French  &  Heald's  mill,  must  be  extended  below  the 
dam  ;  for  the  present  it  should  be  lowered  and  extended  into  the 
river  further  so  that  at  low  water  the  outlet  would  be  less  offen- 
sive. The  stone  work  at  the  ouLlet  of  the  Clinton  street  sewer  has 
been  destroyed  by  the  ice  and  must  be  repaired.     If  the  thousand 


dollars  asked  for  sewers  is  voted  these  repairs  can  be  raade  and, 
some  new  work  undertaken. 

The  long  needed  repairs  in  the  basement  of  the  town  house 
have  been  made  and  the  place  thoroughly  renovated.  The  wood 
work  on  the  building  was  also  painted  two  coats  and  the  zinc  in 
the  valleys  on  the  roof  replaced  with  copper.  Some  repairs  should 
be  made  on  the  interior  the  coming  year. 

Only  one  petition  for  the  straightening  of  a  highway  has  been 
received,  and  we  had  a  hearing  on  this,  and  widened  and  straight- 
ened the  road  over  Federal  Hill  from  the  residence  of  W.  Q. 
Young  to  J.  E.  Foster's.  This  was  not  done  solely  to  improve  the 
looks  of  the  road,  but  largely  to  prevent  the  snow  from  drifting  at 
this  point,  a  condition  that  has  always  existed  there  and  caused  a 
large  outlay  for  breaking  out.  No  expense  for  land  damage  was 
required,  only  the  expense  of  moving  the  walls  and  building  fencest 

During  the  year  the  County  Commissioners  have  decided  the 
Amherst  street  case  so  far  as  the  bounds  of  the  highway  are  con- 
cerned, and  fixed  the  amount  of  damage  to  be  paid  to  the  two 
abuttors.  One  has  accepted  the  amount ;  the  other  has  not  as  yet. 
seen  fit  to  do  so.  This  case  has  become  so  familiar  to  all  that 
nothing  more  need  be  said  in  relation  to  it.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF   THE  TRUSTEES 
For  The  Year  Ending  Feb.  15,  1900. 


On  the  evening  of  March  28,  the  Trustees  met  and 
organized  as  follows :

The  year  closed  has  been  an  uneventful  one,  and 
your  Trustees  have  no  especial  facts  of  interest  to  pre- 
sent other  than  what  may  be  found  in  the  statistics  of 
the  Librarian  which  are  subjoined.  The  average  daily 
use  of  the  library  has  been  about  the  same  as  heretofore 
and  the  total  number  of  books  taken  out  is  nearly  the 
same  from  year  to  year.  At  the  delivery  desk  alone 
over  sixteen  thousand  volumes  have  been  given  out. 
Large  as  these  figures  are  it  represents  but  a  small  part 
of  the  Library's  usefulness,  for,  as  a  well-known  libra- 
rian has  said,  "it  is  only  the  lighter  and  cheaper  part  of 
our  books  loaned  at  the  desk.  Great  injustice  is  done 
when  account  is  not  taken  of  the  books  consulted  with- 
in the  Library.  One  consultation  by  a  teacher,  fa 
preacher  or  an  author,  a  consultation,  the  fruits  of  which 
are  to  be  presently  communicated  to  hundreds  in  the 
schoolroom,  in  the  pulpit,  or  in  the  book,  one  such  con- 
sultation is  worth  more  than  a  score  of  novel  readings." 
Our  reference  books  are  freely  used  by  teachers  and 
scholars  alike. 

The  purchase  of  books  has  been  chiefly  of  those  which 
would  best  meet  the   popular  demand  for  pleasure   and 
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instruction.  One  important  purchase  was  a  set  of  John 
L.  Stoddard's  lectures,  which  have  been  in  ever  increas- 
ing demand  till  they  have  become  so  worn  as  to  already 
need  re-binding. 

The  rebinding  of  books  is  one  of  the  large  bills  of  ex- 
pense which  apparently  there  seems  no  way  of  avoiding, 
and  the  replacing  of  books  having  become  so  much  worn 
as  not  to  be  worthy  of  rebinding,  is  a  source  of  great 
perplexity  and  expense.  The  whole  annnal  appropria- 
tion could  easily  be  expended  in  this  way,  and  the 
neglect  to  replace  such  books  as  are  worn  out,  often 
standard  works,  leaves  our  catalogue  defective  and  the 
Library  deficient.  This  is  a  question  often  spoken  in 
annual  reports  and  our  excuse  in  again  referring  to  it  is 
to  explain  that  the  Trustees  have  annually  expended  a 
certain  proportion  of  the  appropriation  in  replenishing, 
but  the  needs  grow  larger  each  year,  and  heroic  meas- 
ures will  soon  be  required  or  the  Library  will  become 
sadly  deficient  in  the  best  literature.  Says  the  Provi- 
dence Librarian,  ''After  a  library  has  passed  its  twentieth 
year,  this  wear  and  tear  makes  itself  manifest  in  an  ever 
increasing  ratio,  and  the  money  needed  for  replacing 
these  books  is  a  most  unwelcome  diminution  of  the  book 
fund." 

During  the  year  the  experiment  has  been  tried  of 
opening  the  reading  room  on  holidays.  The  experi- 
ment cannot  be  said  to  be  very  successful  if  the  num- 
ber of  people  who  have  gathered  is  the  basis  of  judg- 
ment. The  small  attendance  upon  holidays  may,  per- 
haps be  accounted  for  by  the  public  not  understanding 
that  the  room  was  open  on  these  days. 

The  Library  has  received  several  valuable  gifts  during 
the  year,  among  others  ten  volumes  from  the  Hon. 
Samuel  Hoar  of  Massachusetts.  The  Milford  Woman's 
Club  has  also  hung  upon  our  walls  a  carbon  photograph 
of  Titian's  portrait  of  himself,  and  the  Daughters  of  the 
Revolution  have  given  us  a  picture  entitled  "Birth  of 
our  Nation's  Flag."  For  these  and  other  gifts  the  Trus- 
tees would  express  to  the  donors  the  thanks  of  the  town. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  Library  by  purchase 
240  books  from  the  income  derived  from  the  bequests 
of 
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Mr.  EZRA  M,  GAY 
and 
Miss  NANCY  AVERILL. 

Eighty-two  volumes  have  been  given  the  library  by 
thoughtful  citizens. 

A  suggestion  was  recently  made  in  the  local  press 
with  which  the  Trustees  are  in  hearty  sympathy.  It  is 
that  a  picture  of  some  kind  be  secured  and  hung  upon 
our  walls,  of  the  late  Ezra  M.  Gslj,  whose  generous  be- 
quest of  $5,000  to  this  library  has  made  so  many  things 
possible.  The  income  of  this  fund  it  is  stipulated  shall 
be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  every  dollar 
of  the  appropriation  is  required  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  library.  The  Trustees  would  be  glad,  however,  to 
co-operate  with  any  public-spirited  person  or  persons  in 
the  carrying  out  of  this  very  worthy  suggestion. 

The  continued  usefulness  of  the  reading  room  as  a 
public  institution  is  a  source  of  gratification,  and  when 
the  number  who  have  enjoyed  its  privileges  is  con- 
sidered, we  believe  all  will  agree  that  the  appropriation 
is  wisely  expended.  The  librarian's  record  of  atten- 
dance in  this  room  for  the  year  is  over  ten  thousand, 
with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  thirty-three.  This 
room  has  been  supplied  with  the  best  current  literature, 
although  the  attendance  at  the  reading  room  is  largely 
young  people,  many  of  whom  are  denied  the  use  of 
books  and  periodicals  at  home,  yet  the  librarian  reports 
no  abuse  of  the  privileges  of  the  room  or  magazines, 
worthy  of  mention.  The  same  is  true  of  the  books  on 
the  shelves.  None  have  been  lost  and  little  abuse  is 
noticed  other  than  the  general  wear  and  tear. 

We  believe  that  no  money  is  more  economically  ex- 
pended than  that  of  the  library  appropriation.  The 
Trustees  all  serve  without  compensation,  and  the  town 
receives  the  benefit  of  every  dollar  appropriated. 

A  prominent  librarian  says  : — ''People  are  coming  to 
think  that  a  public  library  is  as  legitiDiate  a  branch  of 
education  as  a  public  school,  and  of  public  recreation  as 
a  public  park."

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REPORT  OF  THE 


Board  of  Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  tJie  Town  of  Milford  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  submit  herewith  their 
report  for  the  year  ending  February  15,  1900,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer,  giving  details  of  the 
working  of  the  system  during  the  year,  all  of  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted  for  your  careful  consideration. 

Ttje  plant  as  in  former  years  has  shown  a  continual  improve- 
ment along  all  Hues.  A  careful  and  rigid  system  of  inspection  by 
the  Superintendent  has  resulted  in  reducing  the  leakage  and  waste 
of  water  to  a  minium,  consequently  saving  a  considerable  quantity 
of  coal. 

Nothing  in  the  way  of  extended  outlay  has  been  attempted 
during  the  year.  The  income  shows  a  very  gratifying  gain,  and 
the  continued  use  of  meters  has  demonstrated  their  merit  and  use- 
fulness ;  more  will  be  added  each  year,  and  it  is  hoped  in  time 
that  all  water  sold  will  be  metered. 

The  pumping  plant  has  been  maintained  at  practically  the 
same  expense  as  the  previous  year  and  continues  to  do  good  work. 

The  water  supply  furnished  by  the  two  wells  now  in  use  is  of 
the  most  excellent  quality,  but  during  the  unusual  dry  season  of 
last  year  the  flow  of  water  was  inadequate  for  our  wants.  This  is 
a  condition  that  must  not  be  allowed  to  continue  and  probably  an 
attempt  will  be  made  this  year  to  increase  the  supply  of  water 
either  by  digging  a  third  well  of  a  type  similar  to  those  now  in 
use  on  the  opposite  side  of  the   brook,  or   by   driving   wells,  each 
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method  having  its  advantages  and  advocates.    A  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  diiferent  systems  will  be  made  and  the  best  adopted. 

For  more  complete  details  of  the  season's  work  and  expendi- 
tures reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Treasurer  hereunto  appended.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer. 


To  the  Honorable  Board   of  Water  Commissioners  of  the    Town  of 
Milford,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  first  annual  report.  I 
was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  Milford  Water  Work^s,  April 
25,  1899.  My  first  work  was  to  take  measurements  defining  the 
location  of  the  service  boxes  of  each  water  taker  in  town,  some- 
tniug  of  whicn  the  Water  Works  had  no  record  of.  Some  of  these 
boxes  have  never  seen  the  light  of  day  since  the  system  was  first 
put  in.  I  then  personally  inspected  the  works  in  every  water 
takers  place,  many  of  which  were  leaking  badly  ;  and  after  my 
inspection  we  found  that  we  were  not  obliged  to  pump  as  much 
water  as  before.  I  then  inspected  the  main  gates  in  the  system 
and  found  seven  of  them  leaking  quite  badly.  I  also  inspected  ail 
the  hydrants  in  the  system,  and  two  have  been  replaced  with  new 
ones.  They  have  all  been  oiled  and  now  work  freely.  One 
hydrant  on  Nashua  street,  which  was  damaged  by  a  runaway 
horse,  and  one  at  the  end  of  the  Stone  Bridge,  which  was  damaged 
by  the  road  machine,  have  been  replaced  by  new  parts.  One 
hydrant  at  the  end  of  Ash  street,  was  found  to  be  leaking  in 
the  winter,  so  it  had  to  be  dug  up  and  a  new  valve  put  in.  This 
was  caused  by  being  operated  too  frequently.  The  hydrant  at  the 
pumping  station  was  found  to  be  leaking  badly,  so  I  took  it  up 
and  replaced  it  with  a  new  valve.  I  also  put  on  a  gate  which  will 
make  it  much  easier  to  repair  in  the  future.  The  main  pipes  are 
so  arranged  from  the  station  to  the  standpipe  that  the  work  could 
only  be  accomplished  in  the  night  time  when  there  was  but  very 
little  water  used  in  town.  I  overhauled  the  pump  at  the  station, 
and  put  in  new  valves  where  needed,  and  releathered  them  as  the 
old  ones  were  badly  worn. 

During  the  very  dry  time  in  the  summer  it  was  found  that  the 
wells  were  not  supplying  as  much  water  as  was  needed,  three 
more  pipes  were  driven  in  the  bottom  of  the  old  well,  and  some 
of  the  old  pipes  were  set  running  again. 

On  examination  at  the  standpipe,  the  joints  in  the  main  pipe 
under  the  standpipe  were  found  to  be  weeping  some,  and  were  re- 
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calked  thus  making  them  perfectly  tight.  Some  mischievous 
hand  had  removed  the  two  large  stones  which  formed  a  cover  to 
the  conduit  under  the  staudpipe,  and  had  dropped  one  of  them 
down  on  the  main  pipe,  but  fortunately  did  not  break  it.  I  ob- 
tained one  large  stone  of  Young  &  Son  and  had  it  put  in  place.  I 
then  cemented  around  it  to  keep  the  pipe  from  freezing  and 
furthur  trouble. 

On  July  8,  the  cyclone  completely  destroyed  the  small  well 
house,  and  by  the  18,  a  new  one  was  in  its  place. 

METERS. 

I  found  twelve  meters  at  the  pumping  station  which  need- 
ed more  or  less  repairs.  I  returned  one  to  the  factory  and  per- 
sonally repaired  and  tested  the  others.  I  have  repaired  16 
meters  which  were  already  in  the  service,  and  have  added  18  new 
ones,  and  have  a  call  for  more  in  the  spring.  If  some  way  could 
be  devised  so  as  to  have  more  meters  used  it  would  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Water  Works  and  water  takers  also. 

By  the  direction  of  some  of  the  water  board  I  visited  other  places 
to  gain  all  the  information  I  could  regarding  Water  Works.  But 
lack  of  time  prevented  pae  from  visiting  many  places.  I  have 
kept  all  the  books,  done  all  the  corresponding,  collected  all  the 
water  bills,  and  have  been  running  the  pumps  seven  days  a  week 
since  the  2l8l  of  Noveniber,  1899. 

The  public  telephone  was  put  in  Jan.  30th  at  the  pumping  sta- 
tion. 

The  water  has  been  analyzed  by  Prof.  Edmund  R.  Angel  and 
pronounced  "Good  Water."

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REPORT  OF 


The  Board  of  Education 


The  Board  of  Education  presents  to  the  citizens  of 
Milford  this  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
Feb.  15,  1900. 

We  entered  upon  the  work  of  the  year  with  an  ex- 
cellent and  hard  working  corps  of  teachers  and  most  of 
these  we  have  been  enabled  to  retain  throughout  the 
year.  Mr.  Morrison,  who  had  rendered  us  such  efficient 
service  as  principal  of  our  High  school  for  more  than 
three  years,  felt  called  upon  to  leave  us  the  first  of  May, 
nine  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  school  year.  The 
Board  regretted  to  lose  one  who  had  brought  our  school 
into  such  excellent  condition  both  as  to  descipline  and 
scholarship,  but  with  a  wider  and  richer  field  of  work 
opening  before  him  we  could  not  ask  him  to  stay  with 
us  at  a  personal  loss  to  himself.  We  wish  him  all  suc- 
cess in  his  new  position. 

Mr.  Coggswell  Smith  with  Miss  Bird  and  Miss 
Gunton  are  now  in  charge  of  the  high  High  school  and 
rendering  the  town  faithful  service. 

Commencing  with  the  fall  term  Miss  Stillman,  our 
teacher  of  music,  devoted  her  whole  time  to  music.  This 
change  has  enabled  her  to  give  instruction  to  all  the 
schools  in  the  village  and,  also  to  the  outside  districts, 
much  to  the  advantage  of  all  interested. 
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During  the  winter  term,  through  the  generosity  of 
many  of  our  public-Spirited  gentlemen,  a  cadet  compan}- 
has  been  organized  and  furnished  with  equipments.  The 
cadets  having  furnished  their  own  uniforms  the  only 
expense  to  the  school  district  is  the  amount  paid  for 
military  instruction.  The  instructor  at  present  is  Cap- 
tain Austin.  The  girls  have  also  organized  a  corapan}' 
and  are  showing  equal  zeal  in  their  drills.  We  trust 
this  in  the  future  will  be  a  profitable  and  pleasant  pait 
of  our  High  school  work. 

During  the  year  the  Old  Brick  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  fitted  up  with  all  the  conveniences  of 
water  such  as  all  modern  school  houses  have.  We  hope 
to  do  the  same  with  the  No.  9  school  house  in  the  near 
future. 

Our  schools  should  be  our  first  thought  and  in  the 
future  we  should  be  as  generous  for  their  support  as  we 
have  been  in  the  past.  No  system  of  schools  can  be  ran 
to  suit  all,  but  we  feel  sure  the  members  of  the  present 
Board  have  worked  with  zeal  to  keep  the  standard  ad- 
vancing the  same  as  it  has  been  doing  in  the  years  of 
the  past. 

The  Board  desire  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the  Mil- 
ford  Improvement  Society  for  the  gift  of  one  hundred 
dollars  toward  the  improvement  of  the  High  school  lot.
